Ninety thousand rural stores doing an annual re­ 
tail business' of two billion dollars indicate that the 
report of the death of the country store was slightly 
exaggerated.

to include all retail business in communities of less 
than ten thousand population, the census bureau finds 
that these centers <>t distribution have forty live per 
cent of the nation’s retailers, serve lifty-two per cent 
of the population and do thirty per cent of all the re­ 
tail trade.
